(1) Bicycles will not be 
permitted in any building on 
campus 

(2) Bicycles will not be 
permitted to park anywhere on 
campus except in bicycle racks 
provided for that purpose 

(3) City of Sacramento and 
Motor Vehicle Code rules and 
regulations 

for riding bicycles on sidewalks 
and pathways will be applicable 
to all sidewalks and pathways 

on campus 

This third rule means that 
bicycles cannot be ridden on the 
sidewalks on campus; and that 
bicyclists must ride on the right 
side of the street or roadway, 
especially at the north entrance 
lo the
